When the Warren commission was formed to investi¬ 
gate the details of President Kennedy’s assassination, the 
stated purpose was that the nation wanted the truth — 
not prolonged mysteries. We wanted to put at rest once 
and for all the speculations, the charges, the legends, that 
characterized the aftermath of Abraham Lincoln’s assassin¬ 
ation. 

It is most disturbing, therefore, to have Chief Justice 
Warren himself announce that some of the testimony his 
commission is hearing “might not be released in our life¬ 
time.” The commission hears testimony in closed session, 
so the public must depend upon that body’s own reports 
for information as to what has been disclosed. 

As Representative Earl Wilson of Indiana has asked, 
“What’s being hidden?” And how much? Why aren’t we to 
be trusted with the facts? 

Secrecy breeds suspicion, and the knowledge that people 
now living probably will never know the whole truth of 
the tragedy at Dallas can only serve to amplify the very 
doubts and speculations and wild rumors the commission 
was supposed to exorcise. 

The American people want the truth. Skeletons do not 
make very prideful adornments for our nation’s closets.

County Assessor Phil Wat¬ 
son today announced that 
$55,431,870 i n additional 
personal property assess¬ 
ments and $187,447,030 in 
solvent credits had been 
added to the 1963 Msess- 
ment roll through his first 
post-audit program. 

Speaking at a luncheon 
sponsored by the World and 
Ix)cal Government commit¬ 
tee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, Wat¬ 
son said his recheck of 
business personal property 
statements had brought in 
an additional $5,(XX),0(X) in 
total tax collections at a 
cost of less than $1(X),0(X). 

Watson said the post¬ 
audit program is operating 
on a year-round basis, but 
his "first-year” total was 
based on the fact that Mon¬ 
day, March 2, the lien date, 
was the cut-off day for 
placing additional, escaped 
or penal assessments on the 
1963 roll. Any post-audit as¬ 
sessments made between 
now and the first Monday 
in March, 1965, will be 
placed on thy 1964 roll. 

He said future post-audit 
collections might be less ob¬ 
viously dramatic since busi¬ 
nesses now understood that 
the 'Department was seri¬ 
ously going after "under¬ 
reporting.” “There already 


has been a noticeable im¬ 
provement in the quality of 
business statements,” Wat¬ 
son said. “We anticipate the 
trend will continue.” 

Turning to the long-stand¬ 
ing problems with the data- 
processing and paper-flow 
operations within the de¬ 
partment, Watson said the 
team of management con¬ 
sultants working with his 
own systems group had be¬ 
gun a full-scale attack on 
problem areas but warned 
that It might take several 
years to complete the task. 
Meantime, he said, errors 
might still occur. 

“Last year, for example, 
clerical errors in about 200 
documents, out of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands we pro¬ 
cess, caused duplications of 
over $100,0(X),(XK),” he said. 
“One minute error can cre¬ 
ate a major difference.” 

Watson also called for 
legislation to limit total 
property taxation to a maxi¬ 
mum 2% of market value, 
an end to the taxation of 
household furnishings, and' 
tightening up exemptions 
granting tax relief to special; 
interests.

How does the USA compare with 
Russia in power?
